Washington, June 5—The grand ju- 


ry today returned a true bill against 
Machen. 
The 
indictment 
against 


Machen embraces nine 
counts and 


follows closely the form of the •war- 
rant upon which he was originally ar- 
rested, reciting his connection 
with 


the postoffice department, his duties m 
connection with the purchase of sup- 
plies, etc., the fact of the sale of the 
letter box fasteners to the go\ernment 
upon his advice and recommendation, 
upon the promise of the firm to pay 
him 50 per cent of any sum whi< h 
they might receive from the postoffice 
department in payment for the fasten- 
er's. 
The indictment recites that in 


pursuance of this collusive 
under- 


standing, Machen illegally 
received 


$1S,9S7. Machen was in court with his 
attorney and immediately gave bond, 
a. number of prominent citizens going 
his security. 


The Penalty. 


The penalty for conviction of a vi- 


olation of the statute under which 
Machen was indicted is "a fine of not 
more than three times the amount 
asked or accepted or received, and by 
imprisonment not more 
than 
three 


years." 


By securing the indictment of Mach- 


en before tomorrow, the day set for 
hirf preliminary hearing before Com- 
missioner Taylor, the government has 
scored a victory in that it has avoid- 
ed the necessity of showing Us hand 
at the preliminary hearing. The pro- 
ceedings before the commissioner now 
will be abandoned.

which it is maintained were sent to 
him in payment of his profits in the 
Groff fastener ajnd which have been 
secured by the postoffice 
inspectors,
